Working lor Exeior tllver 


Last year Daniel Gilnna of Exeter, 


wrote to Senator Gallinger, asking him to 
endeavor to secure an appropriation for 
the reopening of tbe channel in Exeter 
river, aud for any further improvements 
tint might be needed there in the inter- 
ests of navigation. At the request of Sen- 
ator Gallinger, Colonel Damrel), a govern 
meat engiueer, was detailed to make a 
survey of tbe river. This was done, and 
in bis report Colonel Uimrell stated tbat 
he found the river worthy of improvement, 
aud if nothing more be dune, at least the 
old ctinnnc', made by the government in 
1874, should be restored to its original 
depth. He stated in bis report to tbe 
Secretary of War that the plan of improve- 
ment wai to obtain a channel not less tbau 
forty feet wide aud six faet deep at mean 
low water up to th<j Otbow, and from tbe 
Oxbow to Exeter whirves, a channel for 
the «ame width and five feet deep at mean 
lew water, with a toning biain at Exeter 
wharves 200x110 feet. 


Colonel Damrell estimates the cost of 


tbe needed improvements to be $14,400 
including blasting aod excavation. Sena- 
fur Gallingtr is greatly interested iu tbe 
matter, and now has the matter in hand. 
I was talking with him yesterday regard- 
ing it, and he assured me that the required 
appropriation of $14,400 would be includ- 
ed in the river and harbor appropriation 
bill to be pa<sid at the piesent session

hypnotics at th^Briti.sh Medieal ns^ticiu- 
tlon, 1 waa taken to task, for paying that 
chloral was a dangerous drug, yet it was 
admitted that, it was the custom to giv«j 
digitalis with the chlontl. Digitalis is not 
an antidote to th« pnrnlv/ing i:ffe< t of 
chloral when adminiatend vuth it, for th« 
uction of digitalis ib altogether too slow. 
Cases were cjuoted in which patients had 
taken large doses of chloral and had snr 
vivcd, but thu.sii exceptions prove nothing 
and are no more an argument for the safe 
ty of chloral than the fat t that persons 
huve fallen from great heights and have 
escaped injury is a.-i argument for jump- 
ing off high buildings. 
Chloral is not a 


•afe drug, riouner or later <.hlor.il will bo 
used in a cnsu of fatty degeneration of tho 
heart, and the patient may bu killed with 
perhaps n dose of only ten grains. It is 
not a safe drug certainly in the iuinds oJ 
such practitioners as would administer 
digitalis ut the same time. O£ the substi- 
tutes for chloral butyl chloral has been 
abandoned. 


Professor Richet claims that cnloralose 


is B sedative so far as tho brain is con- 
cerned, and a etimulant W) far as the 
spiual cord is concerned. This is true of
